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High Court Authorizes 


U.S. Army to Surrender 


Girard for Japan Trial 


Asakai, State Dept. 
Pleased by Ruling 


High Bench Sees 
‘No Constitutional, 
Statutory Barrier’ 


WASHINGTON (AP)— 
The Supreme Court Thurs- 
day authorized U.S. au- 
thorities to turn over GI 
William S. Girard to Japan 


for trial. 


The Supreme Court’s decision 
was unanimous, that is, 8 to 0. 

Chief Justice Warren read the 
high tribunal’s opinion. 

The decision was a major vic- 
tory for the Administration, 
which has contended that refus- 
al to turn Girard over to the 
Japanese would be a grave 
threat to America’s security. 
The Administration’s argument 
was that if the agreements un- 
der which Americans overseas 
may be tried by foreign courts 
for off-duty acts were canceled, 
U.S. forces would have to come 
home. 

At the same time, the deci- 
sion was a setback for forces 
in Congress which contend the 
U.S. Constitution goes with sol- 
diers overseas and they must 
have its full protection. 

At the end of the opinion, the 
court quoted a joint statement 
previously made by Secretary of 
State Dulles and Defense Secre- 
tary Wilson reading: 

“There is every reason to be- 
lieve that trial of U.S. Army 
Specialist 3.C. William S. Girard 
in the Japanese courts will be 
conducted with the utmost fair- 
ness.” 

“United States troops are sta- 
tioned in many countries as 
part of our own national de- 
fense and to help strengthen the 
Free World struggle against 
Communist imperialism. 

“The matter of jurisdiction in. 
eases of offenses against the 
laws of host countries, wheth- 
er by our servicemen abroad or 
by servicemen of other coun- 
tries in the United States, is 
dealt with by mutual agree- 
ments. 


‘Greatest Measure of Trust 

“In the operation of this sys- 
tem in Japan there has been 
the greatest measure of mutual 
trust and cooperation. 

“Since the present arrange- 
ment became effective in Octo- 
ber, 1953, Japan, in the over- 
whelming majority of the cases 
in which it had primary right 
to try American personnel, has 
waived that right in favor of 
U.S. action.” 

The quoted opinion expressed 
confidence that U.S. authorities 
“will see that all evidence is 
available” to Girard and his 
counsel for the Japanese trial, 
“and will render every proper 
assistance to him and his coun- 
sel in protection of his rights.” 

In its opinion the Supreme 
Court first gave a lengthy re- 
view of the factual background 
of the Girard case and the mak- 
ing of the status-of:forces agree- 
ment with Japan. The opin- 
ion then said: 3 

“The issue for our decision 
is . . . narrowed down to the 
question whether, upon the rec- 
ord before us, the Constitution 
or legislation subsequent to the 
security treaty (with Japan) 
prohibited the carrying out of 
this provision authorized by the 
treaty for waiver of the qualifi- 
ed jurisdiction granted by 
Japan. 

No Barrier to Provision 

“We find no constitutional or 
statutory barrier to the provi- 
sion as appliei here.” 

The opinion said that in the 
absence of encroachment upon 
constitutional limitations, “the 
wisdom of the arrangement is 
exclusively for the determina- 
tion of the executive and legis- 
lative branches.” 


Thus in effect the Supreme 
Court accepted the contention 
made by the Government in 
arguing the case before Judge 
Joseph C. McGarraghy here and 
before the highest tribunal— 
namely that federal courts 
Should not interfere in such mat- 
ters dealing with foreign frela- 
tions. 

The court wound up its opin- 
ion by stating that McGarraghy’s 
decision was reversed and his 
refusal to issue a writ of habeas 
corpus to release Girard from 
Army custody was affirmed.

He said the Supreme Court's 
action was an internal affair of 
the United States and that it 
had reaffirmed the _ decision 
which the U.S. Government 
originally made to waive juris- 
diction over Girard.

Officials -dealing with Japan on 
the matter said the Government 
is naturally pleased because it 
had brought the case to the Su- 
preme Court to honor commit- 
ments that had been made to 
Japan. 

Officials said the Girard case 
had implications not only in 
Japan but world wide because 
it had raised a challenging point 
in the stationing of all USS. 
troops abroad.

At the same time, speaking to

“President Eisenhower is a 
talented man of great prin- 
ciples,” said Khrushchev. “But 
look at what a stupid thing he 
says when he says there is a 
clean hydrogen bomb. How 
can you have a clean bomb to 
do dirty things? It means the 
destruction of children and 
women. What a contradiction. 
They call dirty things clean.” 

The Soviet Communist boss’s 
comments on Eisenhower came 
at the end of an _ hour-long 
tirade on communism to the 
cheering workers. 


He was ad-libbing in Khrush- 
chev’s favorite fashior after 
completing his formal address. 
He made no further reference 
to Eisenhower. 


Khrushchev’ defended the 
right of individual Communist 
nations to develop their “social- 
ist” (Communist) culture, par- 
ties and governments on _ the 
basis of their own peculiarities. 
It was a strong endorsement of 
some of the Communist gospel 
President Tito has long been 
preaching. 


Speaking directly to Yugoslav 
journalists at the meeting, 
Khrushchev said “don’t write 
what I am saying now because 
when I meet comrades Tito, Kar- 
delj and Rankovic, I will tell 
them myself.” 


His statement was the first 
confirmation that Khrushchev 
and Tito may be planning a re- 
sumption of last year’s “holi- 
day” conferences in the Crimea. 
Yugoslav Vice President Edvard 
Kardelj and Yugoslay Commu- 
nist leader Rankoviec are now 
“vacationing” in the Soviet 
Union, 


President Eisenhower told, a 
news conierence on June 26 
scientists had told him that, 
given four or five years more of 
experimentation, they can turn 
out a hydrogen bomb “absolutely 
clean” of radioactive fallout— 
meaning one that can be used 
to knock out a military target 
without endangering innocent 
bystanders far away.

Asked about the Cabinet re- 
shuffie, he said he believed-that 
the purpose of consolidating the 
party unity had been achieved 
“although not 100 per cent,” 

The basic policy of the Cabi- 
net, he said, would be to “sta- 
bilize and develop” the YJapa- 
nese economy on the basis of 
a long-range plan, 

Kishi indicated his Admini- 
stration would take a “firm 
stand” against the Opposition 
Socialists. He was particular- 
ly critical of the Socialist at- 
titude on the Sunakawa issue, 

He said he did not intend to 
call an extraordinary Diet at 
least during this month, al- 
though the Socialists have de- 
manded it formally. 

Neither is he intending to 
dissolve the Diet by the end 
of this year, Kishi said, 

Kishi said that the reshuffle 
was carried out in line with his 
basic idea of consolidating the 
party and of disregarding all 
factional considerations, 

He admitted, however, that 
the results of the reshuffle 
could not be called 100 per cent 
successful because he failed in 
his attempt to have some men 
he wesired in his new Cabinet. 

Kishi apparently was point- 
ing to his failure to have for- 
mer Finance Minister Hayato 
Ikeda and Liberal-Democratic 
senior leader Kenzo Matsumura 
assume posts in his new Cabi- 
net. 

The Prime Minister minimiz 
ed fears of a basic change in 
the Government’s financial poli- 
cy because of the replacement 
of Hayato Ikeda with Hisato 
Ichimada as the Finance Minis- 
ter.

Fujiyama Takes Step 
To Join Ruling Party 


Foreign Minister Aiichiro 
Fujiyama took formal steps yes- 
terday to enter the Liberal-Dem- 
ocratic Party. 

He submitted necessary papers 
to the party secretariat. He 
named Prime Minister Kishi and 
Shojiro Kawashima, the party’s 
secretary general, in the column 
of “introduced by.” 
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millions of dollars in purses at 
tracks in Britain and on the con- 
tinent and was a familiar figure 
at the tracks. 

A theologian who married four 
times; a statesman without a 
square inch of territory to rule; 
a potentate who received his 
weight in gold or diamonds year- 
ly—and then distributed the 
money to the poor, 

That was the Aga Khan. But 
for all his abilities, his fortune 
and his world wide interests he 
won his chief fame from com- 
parative trifles: the weighing 
ceremony; his son Aly’s romance 
with Rita Hayworth; and his 
being robbed at gunpoint of an 
estimated $750,000 in jewels. 

His Highness The Very Honor- 
able Aga Sultan Sir Mohammed 
Shah Aga Shan was born in 
Karachi (now Pakistan) in 1875 
or 1877—he and his followers 
were vague about the precise 
date. 

He claimed to be a direct de- 
scendant from the Prophet Mo- 
hammed’s nephew and son-in- 
law, Ali, and as such was the 
pontiff of millions of Ismaili 
Moslems in East and South Af- 
rica, Asia and central India, Ma- 
dagascar, Iraq and Svria. 

His income from his subjects, 
investments and businesses in 
many lands ran to about $2 mil- 
lion a year. At one time his 
fortune was estimated at $3 bil- 
lion although the Aga himself 
probably did not Know its exact 
amount. His valet used to put 
$250 in his wallet every morn- 
ing as the day’s “pocket money.” 


Grants Unpublicized 

Similarly, the Aga’s grants to 
hospitals and other institutions 
were great, if generally unpub- 
licized. 

Each year in celebration of 
his birthday the Aga would be 
weighed in a huge scale. In 
his years of good health he 
would weigh considerably more 
than 200 pounds. His subjects 
then would give him this 
amount in gold or platinum or 
diamonds. The Aga then would 
distribute it to the poor among 
them. 

But in his last years, follow- 
ing a series of heart and other 
ailments, the Aga’s health wan- 
ed. In the spring of 1957, his 
wife, the Begum, reported that 


the Aga was down to 100 
pounds. 
Despite his titles, the Aga 


never ruled in the temporal 
sense. But his authority over 
his spiritual subjects was abso- 
lute and his powers included ex- 
communication and the infliction 
of a damning “curse.” 


Eton and Cambridge 

He was highly educated, hay- 
ing studied at Eton and Eng- 
land’s Cambridge University. 
He could speak English, Urdu, 
Arabic, Persian, French and 
German. 

The Aga was wed in his youth 
to a cousin. He next married 
Theresa Magleano, mother of 
Aly Khan. 

She died in 1923 and, three 
vears later, the Aga married An- 
dree Carron, the beautiful daugh- 
ter of a French restaurant pro- 
prietor. Their one child, Prince 
Sadruddin, was born in 1933. 
The marriage was dissolved by 
mutual consent in 1943. 

The following year the Aga 
wed another beautiful French: 
woman, Yvette Labrousse of 
Cannes, who had been “Miss 
France” of 1930. 

Through his influence over 
his followers the Aga Khan was 
of considerable service to the 
Western democracies. In both 
world wars he aided pbritain’s 
cause. 

In 1937, he was elected presi- 
dent of the League of Nations 
Assembly and devoted himself 
to promoting disarmament and 
a greater understanding among 
the nations of Europe. He was 
also a member of Britain’s 
Privy Council and holder of 
numerous decora’ ons.

Swiss newspapers Carried the 
story. The conservative Geneva 
newspaper La Suisse described 
the change as opening “the road 
to power to former ministers 
who were , associated with 
Japan’s war policy.” 

The newspaper stressed, how- 
ever, that this did not mean that 
Japan would turn away from 
the Free World. 


‘Vigorous Activity: Zurich 


ZURICH, Switzerland (Kyodo- 
UP)—Commenting on the new

Swiss daily Die Neue Zuercher 
Zeitung said Thursday in a 
front-page editorial: 

“It is evident that Kishi, with 
a strong Government at his 
side and with a party strength- 
ened by a clever combination 
of personalities backing him, in- 
tends to deveiop a vigorous ac- 
tivity.

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- Blue-Eyed Priest of Hiei-Zan

HIEI-ZAN, Central Japan 
(INS)—Local villagers goggled 
and called him the “Blue-Eyed 
Priest.” 

His elders at Enryakuji Tem- 
ple call him “Shuzen,” the name 
he took as a novice Buddhist. 


His legal name is Robert 
Wheeler. He’s from Nebraska 
City. Neb., and has renqunced 
Western civilization, its pleas- 
ures and comforts to embrace 
the austere life of a Buddhist 
priest. 

“I hear from my family in 
Nebraska by letter about once 
a month,” he said in an inter- 
view with International News 
Service. 

But otherwise, the 32-year-old 
Nebraskan has completely sev- 
ered himself from his land of 
birth and upbringing to devote 
himself to the teachings of 
Buddha at Hiei-zan, the remote, 
temple-studded mountain that 
for centuries has been the 
stronghold of the Tendai sect 
of Buddhism. 


“Home” to Wheeler is a tiny 
thatch-roofed retreat — named 
“Zuiko-an”—at the foot of Hiel- 
zan into which he moved soon 
after his ordination last October 
so he could “concentrate better 
in studying the teachings of 
Buddha.” 

He rises at 6:30 each morning, 
dons his Buddhist robes, and 
takes morning service. 

Then he prepares a Japanese 
breakfast which he eats in the 
company of his assistant, Tera- 
zaki. 

“We are allowed no meat,” 


Wheeler explained, “We are 
vegetarians.” 
The rest of the morning 


Wheeler spends studying Bud- 
dhist scriptures and working on. 
translating passages into Eng- 
lish. 

“My Japanese is just so-so, 
but 1 hope to improve.” 

After a simple lunch—he eats 
only Japanese food, the same 
simple fare of other priests— 
Wheeler returns to his studies 
or visits priests in the neigh- 
borhood to study with them, 

Twice a week “Shuzen” gives 
English lessons at the Kyoto 
Women’s University some 20 
miles away. And on Fridays he 
teaches Western psychology at 
the Hiei-zan Academy for Bud- 
dhist priests. 

What motivates a person to 
turn his back to the world in 
which he grew up, to accept the 
rigid, frugal life of a Buddhist 
priest, to shave his head, change 
his mode of dress, of living, 
embrace an entirely different 
culture—in fact become a com- 
plete “Oriental?” 

Wheeler replied to this ques- 
tion in true Buddhist fashion: 

“My destiny was decided for 
me 10,000 eons ago.” 

But he added thoughtfully 
after a pause, “that probably 
doesn’t mean much to vou,” and 
continued: 

“I first became indirectly ac- 
quainted with Buddhism while 
reading up on Indian philoso- 
phy.” Wheeler then was liv- 
ing in the USS. 

“I became more directly in 
contact with Buddhism when I 
lived at a Buddhist temple on 
the island of Maui (Hawaii) 
where I stayed two years.” 

But, Wheeler continued, it 
was only after he came to Japan 
in 1953 from Maui that he de- 
cided the only way to “fully 
comprehend” the teaching of 
Buddha was to enter into the 
Buddhist priesthood and make 
it his life vocation. 

Early last year, Wheeler was 
accepted for enrollment at the 
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Enryakuji Temple at Hiei-zan 
for studies preparatory to ordi- 
nation. 

Wheeler’s tutor, Priest Zen- 
sho Majima, admitted the priests 
of the temple were “most sur- 
prised” when the six-foot, blue- 
eyed American came to offer his 
life to the teachings of Buddha. 


“But,” Majima said, “he ap- 
peared in earnest and sigpce prov- 
ed himself a very diligent stu- 
dent.” 

Having -successfully proven 
himself, Wheeler was ordained 
on Oct. 16 in solemn Buddhist 
rites. 


Asked how his family in 
Nebraska reacted, Wheeler re- 
plied simply that “nothing was 
said.” He then added: 

“I imagine my mother react- 
ed as any Protestant mother 
would to her son becoming a 
Buddhist priest.” 

As to his own adjustment to 
his new way of life, Wheeler ex- 
plained: 

“Actually during my years in 
Hawali I lived pretty much 
Japanese-style, and so my ad- 
justment in this respect wasn’t 
difficult. I was accustomed to 
Japanese food, the use of chop- 
sticks and sleeping on Japanese 
tatami floors before I came to 
Japan.” 

His biggest problem, Wheeler 
explained with a smile, “was 
my height. 

“I had to have special large- 


size robes and tabi (Japanefe 
socks with a split toe) made 
to fit.” 


The lan e, though Wheel- 
er is naar hard on this, is 
another problem: 

“It’s much more difficult than 
Chinese, for example. And 
each (Buddhist) sect has a dif- 
ferent language, which makes 
things even more complicated. 


To the townsfolk of Sakamoto 
near Hiel-zan, Wheeler’s six-foot, 
flowing-robed sight finally has 
ceased to be an oddity. 


They speak kindly of him and 
sometimes take him gifts of 
fruit and vegetables at his 
“Zulko-an”. retreat. 


Wheeler himself is apparent- 
ly unconcerned of what others 
think. 


He pointed out he was now 
only a “biku” or “rankless 
priest” and has a long way to 
go in the teachings of Buddha. 

“It is extremely rewarding to 
get behind the works, to the 
realization of the real meaning 
of the teachings of Buddhism. 


“In Buddhism” he explained, 
enveloped in thought, “knowl- 
edge is not as necessary as is 
wisdom.” 

Regarding his future plans, 
Wheeler replied: 

“As a Buddhist priest I can 
say nothing of the future. For 
in Buddhism there is only the 
past and the present.” 


Munich's TV Studio 
Televises Heavens 


HAMBURG—Owners of TV 
sets within the orbit of the 
Bavarian radio can see the 
moon and the stars on their 
sereens in astronomical mag- 
nification. For several months 
a television telescope has been 
in operation in Munich’s TV 
studio. Given suitable weather, 
it radiates to the screen such 
pictures of the sky as only the 
expert astronomer was previ- 
ously able to look at. These 
astronomical pictures have be- 
come a part of the routine 
program. The image of the 
star is conveyed directly to the 
screen. This TV telescope is 
the only one of its kind in Ger- 
many. It will not only enter- 
tain and instruct TV sub- 
scribers, but it will, more im- 
portant render great service to 
the science of astronomy. 

The telescope is a small 
Newton mirror telescope with 
an aperture of only eight 
inches. It is not much taller 
than a man and is mounted im- 
movably on a roof. The TV 
camera connected with it is also 
immovable. A _ plane mirror, 
mounted parallactically, directs 
the light of the stars into the 
TV aperture. Magnification 
reaches as much as 1,500 with 
the aid of some intermediate 
optics. Munich scientists are 
working on a further improve- 
ment of the apparatus,

Aussie Fears 
Silk Import 
Monopoly 


SYDNEY (Kyodo-Reuter) — 
Moves being made by the Japa- 
nese Government could result 
in a monopoly of the Australian 
silk and rayon industry being 
given to a few agents, a witness 
claimed at a Tariff Board in- 
quiry Wednesday.

Burgess claimed the Japanese 
Government was making plans 
to channel imports to Australia 
through only a few local agents 
in Australia. 

He said this would lead to a 
most undesirable condition in

The general manager of Pres- 
tige Fabrics, Gilbert James Jen- 
kin, said his firm had grave 
doubts that the Minister concern- 
ed would be able to obtain an 
agreement with Japan calculat- 
ed to avoid flooding the market 
with undercutting merchandise. 


Australian Trade Minister 
John McEwen predicted yester- 
day a greatly increased market 
for Japanese goods in Australia 
as a result of the recently sign- 
ed treaty with Japan.

Britain Gets

Japan Air Lines will make 
the seventh special flight between 
Tokyo and Sao Paulo from 
July 15 to July 24 since 
the beginning of the series of 
flights between Japan and Bra- 
zil in October, 1954.

A new term — “T34” — has 
been added to the informal lexi- 
con of airline jargon. Some air- 
lines are using it to designate a 


new class of mass air transport 
which it is proposed to start 
across the North Atlantic next 
April at rates substantially be- 
low those of the present tourist 
class. The “T” indicates the es- 
sential tourist character of the 
proposed service, while the “34” 
stands for the suggested allow- 
able “‘pitch” in inches of the 
seats in this class. “Pitch” is 
the distance between the top of 
a seat and that of the seat in 
front of it when both are in a 
fully upright position. In pres- 
ent tourist class, the pitch is 
generally about 38 inches: in the 
proposed new class, it will be 
four inches less. An alternative 
term for the proposed new ser- 
vice is “thrift” class; but “T- 
34” is more popular at the mo- 
ment because jit can be used in- 
terchangeably in all languages.

Six Caravelle twinjet, med- 
ium range airliners ordered by 
Scandinavian Ajirlines from 
Sud Aviation of France mean 
that SAS will be among the 
first airlines to have jet trans- 
ports in the air. Delivery of 
the turbojets will begin early 
in 1959 and be completed by 
October the same year. Prior 
to the signing of the contract 
on June 28, SAS technical ex- 
perts had gone through the 
Caravelle inch by inch, and 
SAS pilots had flown it repeat- 
edly. They were highly im- 
pressed by the quality of the 
aircraft and by the high stand- 
ard maimtaimed by Sud Avia- 
tion factories. An important 
consideration was also that the 
Caravelle can be flown by any 
experienced airline pilot with 
only the routine training re- 
quired for any new piston- 
engined aircraft. Thus it forms 
an ideal link to big jet air- 
liners of more specialized 
design. Four-engine Douglas 
DC8 jets for intercontinental 
traffic have previously been 
ordered by SAS _ for 1960 
delivery. 


Carrving 43 passengers, Air 
France’s first 1649A Starliner 
landed at Orly airport in Paris 
recently to complete a_ 6,100- 
mile nonstop flight from Lock- 
heed Air Terminal in 17 hours 
and 11 minutes. It is consider- 
ed the longest nonstop flight 
ever accomplished under stan- 
dard airline operating conditions 
with more than a token group 
of passengers aboard, according 
to Henri Lesierur, general 
manager of the North, Central 
American and Caribbean divi- 
sion of Air France. The big 
Lockheed plane, world’s longest 
range airliner, finished the 
Burbank-Paris flight with ap- 
proximately 1,000 gallons re- 
serve remaining in the integral 
tanks of its 150-foot wing. No 
supplemental tanks or special 
fueling operations were used to 
increase the airplane’s normal 
fuel capacity of 9,785 gallons.

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Second Kishi Cabinet 


“The proof of the pudding is in the eating,” runs the 
old adage and we cannot, of course, prejudge Prime Minister 
Kishi’s new Cabinet. We have to wait to see what the new 
men can do, but we must Say at once that we regret the 
fact that Mr. Kenzo Matsumura and Mr. Hayato Ikeda de- 


clined to serve. 


Some time ago, Mr. Kishi gave a pledge that his grea- 
test efforts would be devoted to the elimination of the 
“three evils” of corruption, poverty and violence, and in the 
process of Cabinet-making his declared principle was to 
“put the right men in the right places.” 

We must hope that time will prove that he has succeed- 
ed, but a perusal of the list of the new Ministers as a 
whole gives rise to the fear that their selection was consi- 
derably swayed by the notion of keeping a balance among 
the various factions in the Liberal-Democratic Party. 

Perhaps this was inevitable in view of the prevailing 
state of the Party and the personal ambitions of the more 


prominent faction leaders. 


But we hardly need to em- 


phasize that what Japan wants just now is not “splinter” 
politicians but a group of men at the top who will take a 
truly national view of public affairs. 


The most knotty issue in the reorganization of the 
Kishi Cabinet was that of the choice of Foreign Minister 


and Finance Minister. 


After the Prime Minister himself, 


the holders of the foreign and finance portfolios, in the pre- 
sent situation of the country, are the most important figures 


in the Cabinet. 


The nation is faced with an economic 


crisis with which the Government has got to battle, and the 
choice of the man to occupy the Finance Ministry post 


is of the utmost importance. 


Likewise, the new Foreign 


Minister will have plenty of hard thinking to do in connec- 
tion with the carrying out of the policy of cooperation with 
the United States and the ambitious program of aiding the 


Southeast Asian nations. 


The substitution of Mr. Ichimada for Mr. Ikeda at the 
Finance Ministry will not lead to any great changes in ac- 
tual policy, we imagine, but the fact that there is a change 
here may serve to put fresh energy into the Ministry from 
which the nation expects a strong leadership in the tem- 


porary difficulties which beset trade and finance. 


The 


choice of Mr. Aiichiro Fujiyama for the Foreign Office is 
welcomed. Mr. Fujiyama has a wide business experience 
and this should help him considerably in the task of carry- 


ing out the policy of “economic diplomacy.” 


We think his 


appointment is likely to bring an air of freshness into the 
conduct of foreign affairs and no doubt he will seek—as he 
has in fact promised—to build upon the basis largely laid 
down by the Prime Minister in his recent tours to South- 
east Asia and the United States, 


The nation at large will expect, the new Cabinet to get 
down rightaway to grappling with economic problems and 
the carrying out of a vigorous foreign policy. An urgent 
necessary step is to convoke an extraordinary session of 
the Diet and to make clear to that body just exactly what 
courses the Government hopes to pursue. 

Strong Socialist opposition is only to be expected. The 
Socialist Party has already criticized in a somewhat wild 
statement the new setup, declaring the Cabinet to be “more 
reactionary” than the Ishibashi Cabinet and giving warning 


of “head-on clashes” during the next Diet session. 
may expect to see the Socialist attacks ai 
Minister himself rather than at other Ministers. 


We 
at the Prime 
The Socia- 


lists have been charging that Mr. Kishi, in his talks with 
President Eisenhower, failed to materialize any of the 10- 
point demands they presented to him_prior to his departure 


for the United States. This 


list called for, among other 


matters, the cancellation of the Japan-U.S. Security Treaty, 
the return of the Okinawa and Bonin islands to Japan, the 
lifting of restrictions on trade with Soviet Russia and Com- 
munist China and the speedy banning of nuclear weapon 


tests. 


Some of the Socialist arguments seem rather thin, but 


we may expect them to be 


put forward with increased 


vigor and there are probably some stormy sessions to come 


in the Diet. 


While it is good for a Cabinet to have parlia- 


mentary opposition to face, so long as it is conducted in 
decent fashion, we could wish that the opposition coming 
from the Socialist Party were of a more constructive 


character. 


We fear that only too many people in the country feel 
that the Liberal-Democratic Party is able to hold the reins 


of government because the 


only alternative would be 


“worse.” This is not a very healthy feeling to be prevalent 
among the electorate and we hope the new Cabinet will be 


able to give a more definite 


leadership to the nation in 


specific matters than has been the case of late, while the 
political opponents of the Liberal-Democratic Party would 
do well to devise a platform of a more constructive nature. 
After all, the essence of democratic government is the 
discovery of the best way of doing things for the good of all.

Asahi Shimbun regretted the 
ruling Liberal - Democratic 
Party’s factional strife which 
came to the fore again in the 
course of the 10-day Cabinct 
reorganization. It is impossible 
to describe the revamped Cabi- 
net as “dignified and powerful,” 
the paper commented. The 
paper believed it problematical 
whether the reorganized Cabinct 
will be able to carry out Prime 
Minister Kishi’s avowed policy 
of expelling the three evils of 
“malfeasance, poverty and vio- 
lence.” The reshuffled Kishi 
Cabinet was urged to be prompt 
in working out new policies 
and to call the Diet into an ex- 
traordinary session to make 
public the new policies and 
what Kishi achieved in his tours 
of Southeast Asia and the Unit- 
ed States. At the same time, 
Kishi was urged to dissolve the 
present Lower House as soon as 
possible to pave the way for a 
general election. 


Mainichi Shimbun commented 
on the reorganized Kishi Cabi- 
net’s foreign policy enunciated 
in the Prime Minister's first 
press interview. Kishi had 
stressed that Japan would pur- 
sue neither a pro-Communist 
nor neutral policy. Instead, 
Japan will side with the free 
world and make efforts for 
Southeast Asia’s prosperity. Ki- 
shi advocated acting as a 
“bridge” between the West and 
East. The paper raised the 


_ question as to whether the 


policy of rejecting neutralism 
does not run counter to the ad- 
vocated policy of acting as the 
bridge between the two oppos- 
ing camps of the world. In that 
India and many other nations of 


Southeast Asia follow’ the 
neutral policy, the paper doubt- 
ed whether Kishi, now clearly 
siding with the United States, 
will be able to win Southeast 
Asia to the side of the free na- 
tions. 


Yomiuri Shimbun called on 
Foreign Minister Aiichiro Fuji- 
yama to establish independence 
in Japan’s diplomatic , policy. 
No one will raise opposition to 
cooperation with the free na- 
tions of the world, it said. How- 
ever, the paper warned, the 
people will be reluctant to see 
the Government subordinate to 
any other country’s policy in 
the field of diplomacy. The 
paper reminded Fujiyama that 
the United States and Britain, 
both members of the free world, 
are different in policy toward 
the Communist bloc. At the 
same time, Fujiyama was urged 
to make efforts to eliminate 
tensions in Asia and to push 
the nation’s “economic diplo- 
macy.” y 


Osaka Shimbun (Osaka) in 
its comment on the New Life 
Movement urged mayors and 
other leaders of the communi- 
ties to set an example. In the 
movement, the Osaka City New 
Life Movement Liaison Council 
is encouraging a simplified sum- 
mer dress.

Cure for Indonesia’s Ills 
Hope Put in National Council to Guide Nation Out of Political Strife 


JAKARTA—An important 
political event which might 
mean a turning point in the 
of Indonesia’s parlia- 
mentary democracy will take 
place on July 13: the inaugura- 
tion of the National Council. 
With the formation of this coun- 
cil, Indonesia will enter the 
phase of “guided democracy” 
and adopt a system of govern- 
ment which is considered a mid- 
dle way form between the West- 
ern and the Communist system 
of government, 

How this council will work in 
practice and whether it will be 
able to remedy the political ills 
of the country nobody knows, 
but whatever it might turn out 
to be the people are hoping that 
this council might provide a 
way out of the parliamentary 
stalemate which at present con- 
fronts the country. 

The council has 44 members 
handpicked by President Su- 
karno from functional groups in 
the community. 

It was in October last year 
when President Sukarno spoke 
for the first time about the 
formation of this council. What 
he said then was enough to run 
the chills down the spines of 
the political parties and cause 
apprehension among countries 
ir. the West. 


As Advisory Organ 

Disillusioned at the deplor- 
able state of affairs of the coun- 
try caused by the _ incessant 
squabbles between the political 
parties, he called for the burial 
of the political parties and ap- 
pealed for the formation of a 
new government which would 
include every party in the coun- 
try. | 

‘Sensing the unwillingness of 
the Moslem parties to work 
together with the Communists 
he quickly abandoned this idea, 
but he clung to his other idea of 
setting up a National Council 
which would provide the Cabi- 
net with necessary advices con- 
cerning the. reconstruction of 
the country as Parliament is no 
longer able to exercise this 
function dominated as it is by 
the political struggle between 
the parties. 

In the light of this political 
controversy it is no longer able 
for Indonesia to form a govern- 
ment which can remain in func: 
tion for a long time and be of 
some service to the country. 
The Ali Sastroamidjojo Govern- 
ment formed amidst high hopes 
following the general elections 
that it would embark upon the 
task of building up the country 
presently became ineffective due 
to the internal squabbles and 
was forced finally to resign after 
it had been in power for il 
months because the nationalist 
PNI and the Moslem Masjumi 
party did not sec eye to eye on 
many issues. 


In Stalemate 

It was the strongest govern- 
ment ever formed in the history 
of the young republic on the 
basis of its parliamentary 
Strength, but the long smoulder- 
ing conflict between the PNI 
and the Masjumi rendered it in- 
effective culminating in the 
withdrawal of the Masjumi from 
the Cabinet as <. result of the 
eruption of discontentment in 
the outlying regions, 

With the Moslem parties con- 
trolling 45 per cent of the votes, 
the nationaiist parties 30 per 
cent and the Communisis rv- 
maining 25 per cent, Indonesia 
is confronted by a parliament- 
ary stalemate and any new 
go.-ernment which will be form- 
ed will walk on a tightrope to 
maintain its slim majority in 
Parliament so long as the Mos- 
lem parties and the Nationalists 
are not able to cooperate in a 
sincere manner in the interest 
of the country. 

It is this sad state of affairs 
which prompted President Su- 
karno to deliver his October 
speech, but because it came al- 
most immediately after his re- 
turn from his journeys to the 
Soviet Union, China and the 
countries in Eastern Europe the 
-foslem parties and the West 
suspected, that President Su- 
karno was impressed by the ef- 
fectiveness of the one party sys- 
tem in those countries and that 
he was attempting to introduce 
the same system in Indonesia. 


Imported Democracy 

To aggravate this suspicion 
still further, President Sukarno 
condemned the Western parlia- 
mentary democracy as an im- 
port democracy which has fail- 
ed to satisfy the need of the 
people for political stability. 
He said that the parliamentary 
democracy as practiced in the 
West could not be copied in In- 
donesia and that applying the 
same government system in a 
country different from the coun- 
try where the system originates 
is comparable to building on 
mud and sand. He said that

factionalism which is the es- 
sence of the Western parliamen- 
tary system has caused the per- 
petual conflict between the op- 
position parties and the govern- 
ment in power in _ Indonesia 
thus obstructing the task of 
building the country. 

In a recent speech at Madiun, 
East Java, President Sukarno 
clarified the objectives behind 
the formation of the National 
Council, He said that the for- 
mation of the council had many 
people wondering which way the 
Indonesian people would be led. 
Such questions, he said, have 
been raised not only among the 
Indonesian people but also 
throughout the world. He said 
that Indonesia is now being ini- 
tiated into something new: a 
new style, a new government 
system which is the product of 
his thinking and which is 
adapted to the original nature 
of the personality of the Indo- 
nesian people. 

Although this statement might 
allay the fears and apprehension 
felt in certain quarters in Indo- 
nesia itself and also among the 
countries in the West, the out- 
standing question remains 
whether this brainchild of the 
President would be able to 
remedy the unsettled conditions 
in Indonesia resulting from the 
lack of unity between the polit- 
ical parties. 


Cause of Friction 

Political observers are of the 
opinion that the basic cause of 
friction between the parties 
should first be removed before 
the country can achieve the 
much needed political stability. 
They feel that the President has 
not given sufficient attention in 
analyzing this matter and that 
the setting up of the National 
Council alone will not improve 
the situation. 


For years the Indonesian po- 
litical scene has been dominat- 
ed by the PNI-Masjumi con- 
troversy in which the first at- 
tempts to maintain Indonesia as 
a secular state while the Mas- 
jumi intends to convert this 
country into a Moslem state. 
The outcome of the general 
elections two years ago has fail- 
ed to produce any satisfactory 
settlement on this matter and 
in the subsequent years this 


conflict has spread to issues con- 
cerning communism and culmi- 
nating in the conflict between 
the central Government and 
the regions outside Java. 

The Masjumi has consistently 
maintained that the tolerant at- 
titude adopted by the PNI to- 
..ard the Communists has great- 
ly stimulated the growth of 
Communist influence in Indo- 
nesia. And they point to the 
recent local elections in Jakarta 
in which the Communists have 
succeeded in capturing the larg- 
est number of votes after the 
Masjumi, placing the PNI and 
the orthodox Moslem party, the 
Nahdatul Ulama, respectively in 
the third and fourth place. 

The PNI on the other hand 
accuses the Masjumi of shady 
dealings with the Moslem ter- 
rorist bands in West Java, South 
Celebes and North Sumatra 
whose activities are directed to- 
ward establishing a Moslem 
state by the use of force. 

Cooperation Needed 

As a result of the withdrawal 
of the Masjumj from the Ali 
Sastroamidjojo Government, it 
is believed that cooperation be- 
tween the Masjumi and the PNI 
has definitely come to an end. 
This produces an extremely un- 
favorable effect upon political 
developments in Indonesia es- 
pecially because of the domin- 
ant influence of the Masjumi in 
the outiying regions, while the 
political stronghold of the PNI 
is mainly limited to Java. 

To aggravate this situation 
still further the Masjumi has 
adopted former Vice President 
Mohammad Hatta as its leader 
and has thereby fanned the con- 
troversy between him and Pres- 
ident Sukarno. In the light of 
the present developments it is 
difficult to see how the National 
Council would be able to pro- 
vide a solution to these diffi- 
culties before the leaders of the 
PNI and the Masjumi effect a 
reconciliation between the two 
parties and join forces for the 
good of the country. 

The cooperation between them 
is indeed of crucial importance 
to the future of Indonesia. Jt is 
high time for the leaders of the 
Masjumi and the PNI to do 
some soul searching and work 
together in the interest of this 
country. 


‘New Blood’ in Gov’t 


The rejuvenated Kishi Cabi- 
net formed Wednesday night has 
several new members who are 
expected to infuse more active 
and new blood into the Kishi 
Administration. 


Here are some highlights of 
the careers and personalities of 
the new ministers ranging from 
39-year-old Postal Services Min- 
ister Kakuei Tanaka to %2-year- 
old Matsutaro Shoriki, known 
as the “father of Japanese pro- 
fessional baseball.” 


State Minister Shoriki is a 
daring, energetic Man now bur- 
dened by three posts—chairman 
of the National Public Security 
Commission, chairman of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, 
and director of the Science and 
Technology Agency. Hence his 
nickname: “The Human _ Bull- 
dozer.” 


Shoriki is remembered for the 
determined fight he put up 
against Communist - inspired 
strikers when he was president 
of the newspaper Yomiuri im- 
mediately after the war. The 
public was equally taken aback 
when he was branded as a war 
criminal and sent to Sugamo 
Prison the day after the Yomi- 
uri striké was settled. 


A born enterpriser, Shoriki 
reportedly was thinking hard 
how he could spread television 
in Japan while he was locked 
up behind iron bars. 

Kakuei Tanaka, the 39-year- 
old Postal Services Minister, is 
the first man in almost half a 
century to be named a Cabinet 
Minister while in his thirties. 

He has pledged to work hard 
because “if I Gon’t make good, 
there won’t be any more young 
Cabinet Ministers.” 

Tanaka has confidence in his 
ability to handle matters per- 
taining to construction and 
transportation but he said he 
will have to study hard his new 
challenges, including problems 
like television channels. 

Shigesaburo Maeo, the new 
Minister of International Trade 
and Industry, is an expert in 
judo and sports in general. He 
entered the Cabinet as a stand- 
in for former Finance Minister 
Hayato Ikeda. 

Maeo said his main task would 
be to improve Japan’s unfavor- 
able trade balance by encourag- 
ing the Japanese people to rely 
more on home-made products 
and by improving the quality of 
export items. 

Justice Minister Toshiki Kara- 
sawa is a man of many hobbies. 
He likes movies and painting; 
he plays “go” (Japanese chess) 
and composes “haiku,” a form 
of Japanese verse. 

The highlight of Karasawa’s 
career was his battle with the 
Omoto Religious Sect before the 
war, when he was chief of the 
Home Ministry’s police bureau. 

Karasawa, at present, does 
not have any strong financial 
backers, but he is said to be on 
very friendly terms with Masa- 
ichi Nagata, president of Daiei 
motion picture company, and 
Keita Goto, president of Tokyu 
Electric Railway Co, 

Sannojo Nakamura, Transpor- 
tation Minister, said he was firm- 
ly determined to adopt a stern 
attitude against the National 
Railway Workers Union. 

To Matsunaga, Education 
Minister, appeared a little per- 


plexed by the last-minute 
change of the offered post from 
the Justice portfolio to the Edu- 
cation post. 

He anticipates busy days in 
adopting  counter-measures 
against the leftist-inclined Japan 
Teachers Union and studying re- 
vision of the 6-3-3-4 school sys- 
tem. 

Stressing the need of reform- 
ing the educational system to 
fit the real situation in Japan 
now that more than 10 years 
have lapsed after the war, Ma- 
tsunaga said he hoped that top 
priority would be given in the 
state budget to education. 

Juichi Tsushima, Stste Min- 
ister and Director of the De- 
fense Agency, already tasted 
the character of his new job 
vesterday when he was greeted 
by honor guards at the entrance 
to the Defense Agency building. 

Tsushima said he hoped the 
people would understand more 
deeply the importance of na- 
tional defense.

New Military Move 
By Red China Seen

WASHINGTON (INS)—Intel- 
ligence reports reaching Wash- 
ington indicate that for the 
first time in more than two 
years, Communist China may 
He planning a military move 
against the “offshore” islands. 

Why the Communists may be 
considering a military move is 
one that confuses diplomats. 

It would seem, according to 
diplomatic sources, that the 
Communist Chinese have far 
more to gain from peace than 
war. 

Any move against the offshore 
islands by the Reds is a calculat- 
ed gamble of the first magni- 
tude—regardless of whose view- 
point one takes. 

Since the Nationalists with- 
drew to Taiwan the boast that 
the Generalissimo’s forces would 
soon reinvade the mainland has 
lost its sharp edge by the sheer 
weight of passing years. 

Even though Nationalist mili- 
tary preparedness has improv- 
ed, it is noted in diplomatic 
circles that this has not been 
accomplished by any _ sharp 
desire on the part of the Chi- 
nese on Taiwan for renewed 
conflict. 

The United States still has a 
powerful fleet in Asian waters 
whose number one job is to keep 
a wary eye out for the defense 
of the remnant empire of the 
Nationalist Chinese. 

Any possible attack by the 


Reds against Taiwan would 
quickly involve the United 
States. This long ago was made 


a key point of American policy 
vis a vis the Nationalist Gov- 
ernment through a_ security 
treaty with Chiang Kai-shek’s 
Government. 

But left unanswered is the 
question of whether the U.S. 
would throw its military might 
into battle over the offshore is- 
lands, including Quemoy, Amoy 
and other islands of lesser im- 
portance north of Taiwan. 

Nothing is clear regarding 
Red China’s intentions toward 
these offshore islands. A move 
against them as a prelude to an 
assault on Taiwan itself probab- 
ly would be countered by all 
out American help to the Na- 
tionalists, 

What would happen in an at- 
tack against the islands as an 
end in its own right is a moot 
point, 

There are several questions 
which are deeply disturbing to 
informed observers. Among 
these are why the Communists 
are still pushing to expand air 
fields in the region opposite Tai- 
wan; why the Reds are engag- 
ing again in heavy artillery 
duels with Nationalist-held off- 
shore islands, and why Peiping’s 
antiaircraft units have develop- 
ed nervous trigger fingers when 
they sight American planes on 
routine patrol missions.
